£3m fire 
station to 
open doors 
for public 

THE new £3 million fire 
station in Cradley Health 
will be showcased during an 
open day to the public. 

Haden Cross station is 
hosting the day on Septem¬ 
ber 6. 

The station was built after 
the controversial merger of 
crews covering Halesowen 
and Cradley Heath. 

One of the two 24 crews 
covering the area was axed 
in the move which came 
despite a campaign to save 
the Halesowen station from 
closure. 

Crews began using the 
new facility at the start of 
August. There is also space 
for paramedics to be based 
at the station. 

To mark the opening, 
crews will be holding a 
packed afternoon of activi¬ 
ties from 2.30pm to 6pm. 

There will be giant in¬ 
flatable games, a carousel, 
a raffle, stalls and animals 
on show. 

West Midlands Fire Au¬ 
thority chairman, Council¬ 
lor John Edwards, said: “I’m 
pleased that we have kept 
our promise to local people 
when we embarked on this 
project to ensure there was 
a new station built.” 

The former Halesowen 
station in Hagley Road was 
sold for redevelopment and 
the Cradley Heath station, 
in Mace Street, is currently 
on th e market. _ 

Police raid on 
cannabis home 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
worth of cannabis were 
found in the cellar of a 
house after police were 
alerted to strong smells.

They 
discovered eight mature 
plants in the room and a 
quantity of herbal cannabis 
inside the property. 

A 46-year-old man was 
arrested and has admitted 
procession of cannabis. He 
has received a police cau¬ 
tion. 


£ 1.4m ARREARS 
SPARK CONCERN 


FIGURES revealing council house 
tenants in Dudley owe more than 
£1.4million in unpaid rent have been 
described as deeply concerning. 

There are currently around 5,435 households 
in arrears across the borough, council has said. 
It has been offering additional support to fam¬ 
ilies struggling to make ends meet. 

But the number of people 


in arrears has fallen com¬ 
pared with September last 
year, when more than 9,000 
tenants were in arrears. 

Reforms such as the ‘bed¬ 
room tax’ and the introduc¬ 
tion of a benefit cap which 
came into force last year 
have been blamed for people 
falling behind on their pay¬ 
ments. 

The total amount owed to 
the council is £1,405,690. 

Councillor Ken Finch, 
who represents Castle & 
Priory, one of Dudley’s most 
deprived wards, said he was 
‘deeply concerned’ by the 
figures. 

Struggling 

He said he was seeing an 
increase in the number of 
people with rent problems 
attending his weekly sur¬ 
geries 

“The bedroom tax and 
other benefit reforms have 
really taken their toll. 

“It’s not just one cut but 
many that are affecting peo¬ 
ple. People are really strug¬ 
gling. 

“We are seeing more and 
more people who are having 
problems paying their rent. 
But for every one we are 
seeing, I’m sure there are 
three or four more who are 
struggling in silence.” 

There has also been in¬ 
creased demand for the 
council’s mortgage advice 
service which has helped 
more than 350 people dur-

ing the past year. Council¬ 
lor Gaye Partridge, cabinet 
member for housing, said: 
“At the end of July 5,435 
tenants were in arrears and 
the value was £1,405,690. 

“If anyone is struggling 
to pay their rent it is impor¬ 
tant that they don’t ignore 
it but contact us and we can 
help. 

“We have income man¬ 
agement officers who can 
talk through their problems 
with them, make sure that 
they are receiving all the 
of the benefits that they are 
entitled to and put together 
a manageable plan to help 
them pay off any arrears. “ 

Figures released at the be¬ 
ginning of the year showed 
there were around 4,000 
people on the waiting list 
for council properties in 
Dudley. 

Of these, 2,091 were 
hoping for a one-bed- 
room property and 1,420 
for a two-bedroom home 
with only 441 seeking a 
three-bedroom property and 
143 a four-bedroom. 

The number of calls taken 
by homeless charity Shelter 
from people struggling to 
pay for their homes in the 
West Midlands has soared 
by just more than 97 per 
cent in the past two years. 

In the year to the end of 
March it had calls from 679 
people .

SHE picked her own beans and toma¬ 
toes from her garden until the ripe 
age of 93. And this week Alice Whittall 
marked her 104th birthday at the care 
home she now stays in Tipton. 

The great grandmother lived in¬ 
dependently at home in Sutherland 
Road, Cradley Heath, until just two 
years ago. 

Her son Ronald, aged 84, said her 
‘active spirit’ and love for gardening 
had kept her healthy for so long. 

He said: “She was extremely inde¬ 
pendent, always up and about and 
never far from her garden, where she 
grew all variations of vegetables. Only 


until recently, when she suffered a few 
falls, has she had to be looked after 
and move into a care home.” 

Mrs Whittall was born to Elizabeth 
and John Thomas Golding in Park 
Lane, Cradley. 

She had four brothers called Fred, 
Isiah, William and George, and a sister 
called Blanche. 

After leaving school, Mrs Whit¬ 
tall made buckets at a factory called 
Tinsley, Cradley Heath. She married 
Thomas Whittall in 1928 and they 
moved to Old Hill in 1936. They had 
one child, Ronald. 

In the 1960s, the family moved to 


Sutherland Road, where Mrs Whittall 
remained until two years ago,. Her 
husband died in 1984. 

The couple were members of the 
Darby and Joan Club, which was based 
at Overend Methodist Church off Ban¬ 
ners Lane. 

She was moved to Roxburgh House 
Care Home two years ago, before going 
to Ryland View Nursing Home this 
March. Her nurse, Stella Paskin, said: 
“Alice is an absolute darling.” 

Ronald, a retired systems analyst, 
said: “She is such an inspiration to 
have for a mother, I’m proud to say 
she is mine.” 


Parking 
fears over 
college 
revamp 

A SCHEME to build a mul¬ 
ti-million arts centre at 
Halesowen College faces 
objections from residents 
concerned about congested 
nearby roads. 

The college unveiled pro¬ 
posals to create a £3 million 
performing arts centre at its 
Whittingham Road campus. 

It is the latest stage of 
work which is seeing £20 
million invested in replacing 
outdated buildings. 

But some residents have 
concerns over the propos¬ 
als, which have been lodged 
with Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning department. 

They hinge on claims 
neighbouring roads are 
congested by traffic, includ¬ 
ing cars parked by students 
and staff. 

Among the objectors is 
Woodridge Road resident 
Amy Parry, who wrote: “It’s 
irresponsible to build more 
college buildings without 
adequate parking for stu¬ 
dents. As residents we have 
all had enough.” 

Another resident wrote: 
“Halesowen College keeps 
being extended when there 
are already objections raised 
regarding on street parking 
by staff and students.” 

College bosses said the 
scheme would cut the num¬ 
ber of journeys made by 
students off site. In a plan¬ 
ning document, consultants 
said: “There will be no net 
increase in students .” 

Roadworks 
speed limit 

A SPEED limit of 20mph 
limit will be in place while 
resurfacing work is carried 
out on a main route in Hale¬ 
sowen next week. 

The speed limit will be in 
force on the westbound side 
of Manor Way - towards 
Hayley Green - on Septem¬ 
ber 3 and 4. 

One lane of the dual car¬ 
riageway will also be shut to 
traffic. 

The resurfacing work 
will be carried out between 
9.30am and 3.30pm each 
day.

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Memorial ride for cancer victim

MORE than 200 motorbikers will be taking 
part in a memorial ride on Sunday in mem¬ 
ory of a cancer victim. 

Brandon Carter, from Colley Gate, Crad- 
ley, died in May aged just 27 after a battle 
against the effects of terminal lung cancer. 

Friends of his uncle David Brenton 
helped set up an event for him in January 
to give him the chance to ride on a Harley 
Davidson bike as one of his dying wishes. 

Around 400 riders attended the ride 


which set off from the Streetbike dealer¬ 
ship, in Mucklow Hill, Halesowen, to a bik¬ 
ers cafe in Quatt, near Bridgnorth. 

And now the organisers hope to attract 
riders to take part in a similar. It will help 
raise money for Macmillan cancer care at 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

The ride is taking place as many of the 
group were unable to attend the burial, 
which took place in Eastbourne where Mr 
Carter originally lived. Organiser, Wendy 


Abbey, herself a keen biker, said the group 
wanted to paid their respects and added the 
event would be a fitting send off. 

“We have already had 200 riders sign up 
and we think there will be more beforehand 
as well,” said Mrs Abbey, aged 59, from 
Forest Road, Dudley. 

Donations are being made per bike, with 
cash being donated to the hospital where 
Mr Carter received his care. The ride will 
set off from Streetbike at around 9.30am. 


Sadness at closure 
of historic Cook Shop 



ONE hundred and twenty 
five years of family history 
will end when a shop clos¬ 
es its doors for the final 
time on Saturday. 

Customers and staff at Old 
Hill’s historic The Cook Shop 
have been left distraught after 
discovering it will shut for good. 

Despite a national appeal for a 
buyer to take on the shop and its 
staff - as well as secret recipes for 
Black Country dishes such as fag¬ 
gots and Groaty Dick that have 
been in the same family for gener¬ 
ations - no-one has come forward. 

Owner Nigel Brazier, whose 
family has run the shop sincel889, 
launched the hunt for a buyer after 
he announced his retirement earlier 
this year. 

But no interested parties could be 
found and now The Cook Shop will 
disappear from Old Hill. 

He said: “It’s been such an emo¬ 
tional trip for me. Everyone in the 
shop has been crying, begging me 
not to go, literally in their hundreds. 

Drained 

“People have been hugging me, 
crying, asking what they will do and 
where they will go now, and asking 
me if I have to go. 

“I’m emotionally drained. It’s 
hard to believe the selling of a shop 
could create so much emotion.” 

Mr Brazier, aged 64, has himself 
been in the shop for the whole of 
his life, helping his mother Iris out 
when he was younger, during school 
holidays, and became the first male 
owner when he took over aged 21. 

The Cook Shop is so well known 
that he says he has been getting 
calls from as far away as Scotland, 
Wales and Yorkshire to pass on 
their best wishes. 

He added: “Everyone is wishing 
me well, but they are also wishing 
I wouldn’t close.” 

When the shop first went up for 
sale for £120,000, Mr Brazier said 
he would give it four to five months 
before he considered closing it. 

He wanted to sell it on as it cur¬ 
rently is, and would not consider 
selling the building alone for devel¬ 
opment, but said he has had such 


little interest, with only two people 
coming to look around, that he has 
now taken the decision to shut. 

His staff have been given redun¬ 
dancy pay and some have already 
managed to find new jobs, while the 
building will now go up for general 
sale. 

Also on sale were his family reci¬ 
pes, which have been kept a closely 
guarded secret since Mr Brazier’s 
great-grandmother Eve Billingham 
opened the shop in Old Hill High 
Street in 1889. 

But after failing to find a suita¬ 
ble home, Mr Brazier is now con¬ 
sidering penning a book featuring 


the instructions to make those 
sought-after dishes. 

He said: “It would be very nice if 
I can, in the next 12 months, write 
a book about the shop’s history and 
put a recipe with every chapter. 

“But at the moment I am taking 
them with me.” 

The shop will close its doors for 
the final time next Saturday, at 
1.30pm, and is expected to finish 
with a small party. 

Mr Brazier, who describes the 
shop as a Black Country delicates¬ 
sen, said: “We’ve got to go out with 
a party, haven’t we? 

“We shall have food on the coun¬ 


ter, a glass of wine, and we’ll put 
some bunting up.” 

Mr Brazier, from Clent, near 
Stourbridge, had to put the shop on 
the market for the first time in its 
history as his sons have forged ca¬ 
reers in other fields. 

He said that although he is sad to 
be closing the shop, he wants to do 
something different as he has four 
sons and three grandchildren scat¬ 
tered across the country. 

As well as spending more time 
with his family and wife Anne, in 
his retirement Mr Brazier hopes to 
do more walking and volunteer for 
the Worcester Wildlife Trust.

ENVIRONMENTAL boss¬ 
es at Dudley Council wants 
borough residents to ensure 
that anyone collecting rub¬ 
bish from their property is 
registered and will dispose 
of it responsibly. 

The call comes during the 
busy summer period when 
people are carrying out gar¬ 
dening work such as cutting 
back trees and hedges and 
looking to dispose of large 
amounts of waste. 

Councillor Hilary Bills 
said anyone who is not a 
registered carrier of waste 
is likely to fly-tip their rub¬ 
bish. 

She said: “We would urge 
people to ensure they use 
registered waste carriers 
who will dispose of the rub¬ 
bish responsibly. 

“Paying someone to take 
it away who is not registered 
is likely to lead to the rub¬ 
bish being fly-tipped which 
leads to a cost to the tax¬ 
payer.” 

Residents in the bor¬

History of war heroes 
found in graves clean up

WHEN Norman Catton and his 
team first started to clear St Pe¬ 
ter’s churchyard in Cradley, they 
had expected to find only 12 war 
graves and memorial stones. 

But as more of the six-feet-high 
bramble was cut away they revealed 
almost double that number - with the 
possibility of more yet to be uncovered. 

Those already unearthed include men 
who fell in both World Wars, such as James 
Southall, who died on August 23 1916 in 
France, and Norman Bache, who was killed 
in active service aged 31 on Boxing Day 
1944. 

And there was one major surprise, when 
the volunteers even discovered a memorial 
headstone dating back to 1900 which hon¬ 
ours William Harrison, of the Third Battal¬ 
ion Grenadier Guards, who was killed aged 
26 in Pretoria, South Africa, during the 
Boer War. 

Those who served but died in other cir¬ 
cumstances are also buried there, such as 
George William Harris, a ‘Bevin Boy’ who 
was conscripted to work in the Jubilee Col¬ 
liery, formerly off Birmingham Road, and 
who died in a mining accident. 

The stories of these brave men and sol¬ 
diers are slowly now being pieced together 
by researchers involved with the St Peter’s 
project, some of which are set to be released 
in a book by local researcher Terry Evans. 

That research has been inspired by Mr 
Catton and his team of around 20 volun¬ 
teers, including the Rev Katryn Leclezio, 
members of the Princes Trust and those 
who joined as part of the Probation Ser¬ 
vice’s community payback scheme. 

They worked tirelessly to ensure the 
graves were ready in time for a special cer¬ 
emony marking 100 years since the start of 
the First World War, which was held in the 
churchyard. 

Mr Catton, aged 79 and who himself 
served with the Royal Engineers, said: “It 
all started six or seven years ago when an 
elderly lady came to me on Remembrance 
Day. 

“She couldn’t get to her father’s grave. 
He had served in the First World War. 

“She told me roughly where it was, and it

was like a jungle.” Thanks then to a £9,000 
grant from Ibstock Corey, work was able to 
get under way. 

“Gradually as we’ve gone along we’ve 
come across graves that we were not aware 
of,” Mr Catton said, “like the one from the 
Boer War. 

“I’m very proud of what we’ve done, and 
I just hope that the people of Cradley don’t 
let their graveyard get into that bad state 
again.” 

The families of those buried there are 
also grateful for the work done by the vol¬ 
unteers, such as George Carpenter, 84, 
from Long Lane, Halesowen, whose father 
Victor is one of those laid to rest in the yard. 

Mr Carpenter says the bramble was be¬ 
ginning to encroach on his father’s grave, 
but thanks to volunteers such as his 
nephew Steven Baker it thankfully did not 


become overrun like some of the others. He 
said: “We came up some time ago and the 
whole place was overgrown, it is a pleasure 
now to see it like this. 

“Thank goodness there’re folks about 
that are willing to do the work.” 

Gunner Victor Carpenter, of the Royal 
Artillery and who died aged 42 on January 
24, 1945, is one of those for whom research 
has been fruitful. 

He came from a farming background in 
Worcestershire, before enlisting with the 
Royal Artillery on December 29 1924, aged 
22. He was among the first to be called up 
in 1939, a day before the Second World War 
broke out, and was to guard home soil. 

But in December 1944, while on leave for 
Christmas, he fell ill with a kidney infec¬ 
tion. His condition steadily worsened and 
he was taken to Shaftsbury Military Hos-

pital in Dorset, where he died. Victor was 
buried in St Peter’s as that is where he had 
made home with his wife Nellie. 

Another of those whose stories have been 
revealed is Second Flight Lieutenant Wil¬ 
liam Carradine. He had just passed his fly¬ 
ing courses and was taking off for a run on 
July 30 1918 when his engine failed. 

The plane crashed and he was killed, aged 
just 24. 

William had been a pupil at Colley Lane 
School, and was the goalkeeper for the Col¬ 
ley Gate Sunday School team which won 
the Cradley Heath League Second Division 
Championship in the 1912/13 season. 

Stoker First Class Charles Fowkes was 
one of those to die even though the fighting 
had stopped with the Armistice. 

Born in Brierley Hill, he served served on 
the HMS Conflict.

Traders lose fight to 
scrap lOp parking fee 


TRADERS who said their business in Cradley 
Health had almost halved since the introduc¬ 
tion of parking fees for shoppers, have lost 
their bid for them to be scrapped. 

Council bosses are proposing to introduce a lOp 
fee for 15 minutes at their car parks, which they say 
will help boost passing trade. But as part of the work 


they have blocked off pa: 
keepers say has hit their 
businesses hard. 

A petition was launched 
by traders after charges 
for long-stay parking were 
introduced at council car 
parks in Cradley Heath last 
October. 

They were calling for one 
hour’s free parking say¬ 
ing business had slumped 
by more than 40 per cent 
leaving them thousands of 
pounds out of pocket.

In their petition, the trad¬ 
ers added: “Local residents 
complain about congested 
parking in side streets, es¬ 
pecially by those working in 
Cradley Heath.”

shortage of spaces. He said:

THOUSANDS of teenag¬ 
ers across Dudley and 
Sandwell have been cele¬ 
brating a bumper crop of 
GCSE results.

The overall pass rate for English 
and maths was 94 per cent. The 
maths improvement saw an eight 
per cent increase on last year to 
61% this year, plus a record num¬ 
ber of A*s.

Stuff of dreams as 
story comes to life 


Hollywood’s depiction of a 
debut novel has excited its 
Black Country writer, as he 
tells ADAM BURLING 

HIS debut novel has been 
translated into more than 30 
languages and spent a year on 
the bestseller list - and now the 
star-studded film adaptation is 
about to hit cinemas across 
the country. 

It’s the stuff of dreams for most 
budding writers - and Steve Watson 
admits he has to pinch himself ‘al¬ 
most every day’. 

The author, from Stourbridge, wrote 
Before I Go To Sleep while working as an 
audiology specialist at St Thomas’ Hospi¬ 
tal in London. 

It went on to become one of 2010’s 
best-selling novels - and had film makers 
battling it out for the rights. 

Now the finished article, starring 
Nicole Kidman and Colin Firth, is being 
released in UK cinemas on September 5. 

And Mr Watson is watching from 
afar as the tale he spent years working 
becomes the talking point of the movie 
industry. 

He says: “I’ve seen it about nine times 
now and I’m just as excited as anyone 
else. It feels like somebody else’s project 
now and I can just enjoy the excitement 
around the film. 

“It’s wonderful to see everyone is so 
enthusiastic about it, but it does feel like 
it isn’t anything to do with me, which I 
think in a way is a good thing.” 

Mr Watson, a former pupil at The 
Wordsley School and King Edward VI 
Sixth Form College in Stourbridge, wrote 
the novel under the name SJ Watson. 

He has given the film his blessing and 
spent a number of days on set in London 
during filming. And he admits he was re¬ 
lieved that, despite a few changes to the

plot, the film has remained faithful to 
his novel. “I am very lucky as the film 
is great - it’s everything I could have 
wished for and more,” he says. 

“I’m a huge fan of the old-fashioned 
thrillers where it’s not all based on 
technology but it’s more about the cen¬ 
tral performances, and that’s what this 
is like. 

“It is in the tradition of Hitchcock 
and film noir.” 

Kidman and Firth are joined by Mark 
Strong, playing Dr Nash, and Anne-Ma¬ 
rie Duff. The movie is directed by 


Rowan Joffe, who wrote the screenplay 
for 28 Weeks Later. 

Mr Watson started writing the book 
as a hobby while working as an audiol¬ 
ogy specialist in London. 

Kidman plays Christine Lucas, who 
wakes up to find she does not recognise 
her life, while Firth plays her husband 
Ben. Each day Christine wakes up and 
remembers nothing about her life. 

But as she becomes involved with Dr 
Edmund Nash, she is led on a journey 
to find out what has happened to her. 

For someone who wrote the story dur¬ 


ing a sabbatical from work, Mr Watson 
says it is difficult to come to terms with 
seeing a star like Kidman get ‘under the 
skin’ of a character he created. 

He says: “She knows Christine better 
than me now. 

“There is one scene - it’s near the end 
of the film so I won’t give it away - and 
the first time I saw it, I was just watch¬ 
ing all the nuances that I could imagine 
when I originally wrote it reflected in 
her face. 

“She is a great actor and has com¬ 
pletely made the role her own.” 

Now living in London, he is finishing 
his follow-up novel Second Life, which is 
due for release in February. 

He says it is another psychological 
thriller centred around ‘obsession, ad¬ 
diction and grief’, telling the story of 
a woman who becomes obsessed with 
finding out why her sister was violently 
killed - taking her to ‘some dark places’. 

Though he felt plenty of pressure to 
match the success of Before I Go To 
Sleep, he realised he needed to write 
what came naturally to him, rather than 
‘cynically trying to come up with some¬ 
thing popular’. 

“The first book was such a phenome¬ 
non that the new one could do very well 
and still be judged a failure in compari¬ 
son,” he admits. 

“It is important to have the confidence 
to write what comes from deep within 
- it’s what I’ve done so far and it’s got 
me here.” 

When his debut novel was released, 
Mr Watson says he had not decided 
whether to return to his day job. But he 
is now coming to terms with life as a full¬ 
time writer and says he feels ‘incredibly 
fortunate’ to have ended up doing what 
he loves for a living. 

Kidman, who undertook extensive re¬ 
search for her role, said: “I watched a 
number of documentaries where people 
do have this psychogenic amnesia. 

“The idea of actually having this is 
horrifying. Someone described it as like 
losing their soul.” 


IT was disheartening to see the 
war of words between Tory MP 
Chris Kelly and Labour coun¬ 
cillor Pete Lowe over the Black 
Country flag. 

Mr Kelly reckons organisers 
of the hugely-successful Black 
Country Festival should have 
sourced them locally, or at least 
in the UK, rather than from Tai¬ 
wan. Councillor Lowe, standing 
as Parliamentary candidate in 
Stourbridge next year, makes 
the valid point that there was not 
a lot of time to get so many flags 
and that we happened to see 
them flown all over the world in 
the run-up to and after the fes¬ 
tival. 

But then he slightly spoils it by 
saying: “Why a millionaire Tory 
would want to try and pick fault 
with the best community-led 
festival in years is beyond me.” 

That’s a bit of a cheap shot. 
An MP is entitled to his opinion 
whether he’s wealthy or not. And 
it is nothing to do with which 
political party he’s from either. 
Labour MPs such as Warley’s 
John Spellar have championed 
producing things in Britain too. 

I don’t agree with Mr Kelly’s 
point, although I can see where 
he’s coming from. After all, when 
we’re flying the flag for an area 
that’s proud of making things, 
it’s ironic that it carries a label 
saying it’s made in Taiwan. 

However, he is probably 
nit-picking unnecessarily when 
you consider just how good the 
festival was and what it’s done 
for pride in where we’re from and 
what we’ve achieved. 

But one of the best things 
about it was how it was a real 
community effortbacked by 
councillors of all parties in all 
boroughs,This was an event all 
about celebrating our common 
ground. What a shame it’s been 
used as a political football. 

One thing I’d like to see the 
new police and crime commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands 
David Jamieson to do is lobby 
the Home Office for a change in 
the legislation on what happens 
when a ‘vacancy’ occurs. 

I use the quote marks be¬ 
cause that’s a rather clinical 
and unfeeling way of describing 
the death of an incumbent. Bob 
Jones had only passed away 
a few hours before councillors 
were forced to discuss the pro¬ 
cess for a by-election owing to 
a rule within the Police Reform 
and Social Responsibility Act 
that required it be held within 35 
days. 

That left us in the situation of 
people going to the polls in Au¬ 
gust when a lot of people are 
away. Those who were around to 
vote weren’t interested in doing 
so. A little more time to plan the 
election, spread the word, hold 
public meetings and explain 
what the role is even for might 
have made a difference. 

As it stands the Government 
will be able to shrug off the poor 
turnout as being the time of year, 
rather than a sign that, two years 
on people still don’t really know 
what the PCC role is all about.

“The King Arthur is a fine 
example of a road-house fac¬ 
ing the 1920s Wolverhamp¬ 
ton to Birmingham dual 
carriageway.” 

The chairman of St John’s 
Church Preservation Group, 
which is working to restore 
the church in Kates Hill, 
Deb Brownlee, and Chris¬ 
tine Buckley, of All Saints 
Vicarage, Sedgley, have 
lodged objections. 

But there have been let¬ 
ters of support for redevel¬ 
opment. English Heritage 
decided against listed status 
due to loss of original fea¬ 
tures. 

The pub, built in 1939, 
closed in 2012.

Great War go on show

HUNDREDS of items be¬ 
longing to families from 
the Midlands are on dis¬ 
play in Dudley, as part of 
a four-year exhibition pay¬ 
ing tribute to the role of lo¬ 
cals in the First World War. 

The two-part exhibition is 
packed full of items - all with 
local links. 

The first mimics a High Street, 
with shop frontages as display 
cases, to represent the Home 
Front, while the second is a trench, 
complete with working periscopes 
and the thundering sounds of 
bombs and guns going off. 

In the Home Front display, one 
of the most touching artefacts is 
the story of Beaty Westwood, who 
lived in Netherton, and her letters 
which were donated from her fam¬ 
ily who now live in Kinver. 

Beaty was sent letters from 
her boyfriend, Tom Danks, also 
from Netherton. They are stand¬ 
ard issue, and the soldiers had to 
cross out the sayings that applied 
to them. 

Mr Danks’ letter simply read ‘I 
am quite well’ with his signature 
and the date at the bottom. 

Sadly like so many others, he 
didn’t survive the war, so the pair 
never got the chance to continue 
their relationship. 

Also in the display is the paper 
which was used to send Fred Hol¬ 
loway’s ‘personal effects’ home to 
his family. 

Included is a remarkably 
well-preserved wallet, which con¬ 
tains both English and French 
coins, as well as a 50 cent note 


issued by the Bank of Amiens. 
Adrian Durkin, an exhibition of¬ 
ficer at the museum, said: “On 
the back of the paper was another 
address so it seems like the Army 
reused the paper someway. This 
display is possibly the most poign¬ 
ant one we have. 

“There is also a picture that 
has been lent to us from the Si¬ 
mons family, who are related to 
Beaty Westwood. The family are 
quite artistic and there is a pic¬ 
ture of Lord Kitchener, which was 
painted by Ernest Simons, their 
great uncle, when he was 15.” 

Another of the shop frontages’ 
shows the importance of the cav¬ 
alry and the use of swords during 
the early months of the war. 

Alongside some of the swords 
that were used in the early days 


are pictures of two local caval¬ 
rymen. Trooper Harold Scamp, 
from Lower Gornal, was in the 
7th Dragoon Guards and Trooper 
William Hughes from the 3rd Bat¬ 
talion 1st Worcester Yeomanry, 
who was from Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, are pictured on 
their steeds. 

Mr Durkin said: “The swords 
in the display do not belong to the 
two gentlemen but, seeing as they 
were in the cavalry we thought 
we would put their pictures in the 
display. 

“A lot of people don’t realise 
how many people were injured by 
swords in the first action of the 
war at Mons, so it’s nice for us to 
add in the pictures of these two 
local lads.” 

He added: “All of the items that 


we have in the exhibition have 
come from local people. 

“They have either come from 
collectors in the area or from 
families who had grandfathers 
or great-uncles in the war. Often 
they would bring things home 
from the war with them and peo¬ 
ple have kept them in the family 
through the years. 

The museum put out appeals for 
people to come forward with their 
items from the war. Mr Durkin 
said they had an overwhelming 
response. “We had more than 50 
people come forward with differ¬ 
ent items. 

“Unfortunately, we have had 
a lot of duplicates that people 
have lent us so we haven’t been 
able to exhibit everything, but I’d 
like to say thank you to everyone 


who brought something in to us. 
Things such as demobilisation 
papers and the war medals have 
been brought in a few times, and 
we have tried to use as much of 
them as possible. 

“We have got a great collection 
of medals, with the main three 
that people got. 

“They are the 1914/15 Star, 
the War Medal and the Victory 
Medal. These were quite common. 

“They were nicknamed Pip, 
Squeak and Wilfred, after cartoon 
characters who were popular dur¬ 
ing the time.” 

Sarah Blazejewski, from Quarry 
Bank, visited the museum with 
her seven-year-old son, Harvey. 

“It is really interesting,” she 
said.“It’s nice to know that they 
are all from local people.”

Town houses 
scheme for hall 

A £192,000 scheme to con¬ 
vert Holloway Hall, Dud¬ 
ley, into two town houses 
has been announced by 
Dudley Council. 

The building is near the 
Holloway Chambers and 
Elizabeth House, Priory 
Street, which were con¬ 
verted into offices. 

The council is working 
to increase the number of 
homes in the town centre 
and Holloway Hall has 
been chosen as the next 
stage. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “Its refur¬ 
bishment and return to 
use would create two town 
houses, of which there is a 
shortage, for rent as part 
of the new council homes 
programme. 

“It is anticipated the re¬ 
furbishment will be com¬ 
pleted by March 2015.”

Illustrious family's 
Victorian snapshots 


RELAXING in the sun, hav¬ 
ing a picnic in the garden 
and holidaying by a riv¬ 
er - these are the candid 
personal photos of one of 
the Black Country’s most 
illustrious families.

Moments, has been set up at the 
stately home, which now acts as 
the Haden Hill House Museum 
after the Haden Hill Historical So¬ 
ciety successfully bid in the region 
of £700 for the collection on auc¬ 
tion site eBay. 

Alison Hyatt, visitor services of¬ 
ficer, said: “The pictures are fasci¬ 
nating, and very important for us. 

“It’s really interesting to see 
these pictures with them being so 
informal, it shows that they spent 
a lot of their time doing the same 
things that we did, such as having 
picnics, spending time with their 
family and that sort of thing. 

“We think the pictures were 
taken somewhere around the late 
1800s or early 1900s.” 

Jane Hanney, museum services 
manager at Sandwell Council, 
said: “These are unique images as 
we have so few photographs of Mr 
Haden Best and his family but to 


see them in deck chairs and by the 
seaside is just amazing.” 

Mr Haden-Best’s family owned 
the area around the house for hun¬ 
dreds of years, and he inherited the 
estate in 1877. He built Haden Hill 
House in 1878 and lived in it with 
the two girls, who were daughters 
of local families, and his aunt, Mrs 
Barrs, who the road the house sits 
on is named after. 

In his later life, he was a busi¬ 
nessman, earning money from rent 
on properties he owned in the area, 
and also from stocks and shares he 
owned, including some in the Great 
Western Railway company. He was 
also given £55,000 compensation, 
equivalent to millions of pounds in 
today’s money, by a mining com¬ 
pany who wanted to mine under 
some of his land. 

The girls had an upper-class 
lifestyle, and while Alice married, 
Emily stayed with Mr Hayden-Best 
until his death in 1921. The house 
is open on Thursdays and Fridays 
from 10am to 5pm and weekends 
from 2-6pm. For details visit www.

Deadline is 
set in fight 
to preserve 
Hippodrome 


CAMPAIGNERS have been set a new dead¬ 
line to devise fresh proposals to save Dudley 
Hippodrome as councillors push to take a fi¬ 
nal decision on its future. 

Dudley Council bosses said the Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group and events company Events that 
Rok have until the end of October to submit revised 
proposals for the derelict venue. 


It comes as consultants 
employed by the council 
said around £400,000 would 
have to be spent clearing as¬ 
bestos from the building in 
order to make it safe. 

The friends’ group and 
Events that Rok, which 
have both submitted plans 
to run the venue, have been 
granted one-off access to 
the building to check on its 
current state and make any 
further assessments. 

Yet officials said the visit 
can only be made by wear¬ 
ing protective masks and 
clothing due to the levels 
of the substance exposed 
inside. 

Stated 

Regeneration boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster, has urged 
the groups to meet in a bid 
to reach a consensus for the 
future of the building. 

But she said a decision on 
its future will be taken by 
the end of the year to ‘avoid 
further deterioration’ of the 
Hippodrome. 

Councillor Foster said: 
“The council has always 
stated it will look with an 
open mind at any viable op¬ 
tions for the future use of 
the building. 

“As part of this commit¬ 
ment we have agreed to give

the friends group access to 
parts of the building which 
are safe to enter as they 
have requested this in order 
to support the development 
of a revised business plan. 

“The council’s consult¬ 
ants have advised that the 
total cost for dealing with 
the asbestos in the building 
is likely to be in the region 
of £400,000. 

“We have asked that any 
revised proposals from the 
friends group and alterna¬ 
tive plans from the ROK 
group are submitted by the 
end of October so that a 
final decision can be taken 
by the end of the calendar 
year to avoid further deteri¬ 
oration of the building.” 

Chairman of the Friends, 
Gordon Downing, said: 
“We are still working inde¬ 
pendently at the moment. 

“We are looking to do a 
more detailed financial re¬ 
port. We didn’t initially put 
enough financial details in 
there, not through the want 
of trying. We are looking for 
some help with this. The 
building is deteriorating but 
that’s because the council 
should be doing more to stop 
any leaks in the roof. ”

mp recalls ‘nice guy' 
Attenborough's visit 


TRIBUTES have poured in from 
the worlds of entertainment and 
politics following the death of 
Richard Attenborough. 

The Oscar-winning actor and direc¬ 
tor died on Sunday at the age of 90 and 
he is fondly remembered by the people 
he met during his visits to the West 
Midlands over the years. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin remembers 
the lifelong Labour supporter helping out 
with the party’s campaign during a by-elec¬ 
tion in the area 20 years ago. He turned 
out to lend his support to Ian Pearson, the 
Labour candidate in the 1994 Dudley West 
by-election. 

“I remember him arriving in his Rolls- 
Royce in Brierley Hill High Street,” said Mr 
Austin, who was then a Dudley councillor. 

“It wasn’t every day you saw a gleaming 
Rolls-Royce in Brierley Hill High Street, 
and it did cause a bit of a stir, it was quite 
exciting.” 

The actor joined Mr Pearson for tea in at 
Nan’s Cooking cafe, Moor Centre, before 
hitting the campaign trail in Sedgley.

He said he did not feel at all out of place 
in Brierley Hill, adding: “I don’t spend my 
life at plush parties and premieres. I am a 
very down to earth person.” 

Mr Austin added: “The thing I remem¬ 
ber about him was the courtesy he showed 
to people, he was very polite the way he 
talked to everybody. He came across as a 
really nice guy.” 

In 1950, he paid tribute to the Royal Navy 
during an appearance at Dudley’s Gaumont 
cinema, while sea scouts formed a guard of 
honour on the stage. He was appearing at 
the first local showing of the Morning De¬ 
parture, in which he played a seaman. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Alderman W H 
Molineux, introduced him and signed au¬ 
tographs for many of the 200 waiting fans. 

Later, he appeared at the Danilo cinema, 
Stourbridge, and rover scouts and sea rang¬ 
ers formed a guard of honour.

C omedy can be a funny 

business. One minute you’re at 
the top of the tree, the next you 
can be forgotten, a spent force no 
longer able to raise a smile. 

When the Monty Python TV series 
ended, nobody knew what the future 
would hold for its members. 

Some observers thought they may 
vanish without a trace, but in fact, they 
all went on to enjoy varying degrees 
of success - for them, the sum of the 
whole was not greater than the parts. 

The same could be said about the 
League of Gentlemen team. Jeremy 
Dyson (the one everybody always 
forgets about) has enjoyed success in 
the fields of writing and directing, 
while Steve Pemberton is an instantly 
recognisable character actor and Mark 
Gatiss is a loveable polymath.

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up 
thing better than any other model. 

It offers more adventurous styling and high 
spec versions called Warrior and Barbar¬ 
ian with lots of equipment. The underly- 
I ing vehicle is more of a mixed bag. Build 
quality and road manners could be better 
but the L200 is manoeuvrable, tough and 
looks like good value for money. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and 
there are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-li- 
tre common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this en¬ 
gine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 
314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a ma¬ 
cho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in manual 
form. This latter unit is capable of hitting 62mph 
from standstill in 12.1s before rumbling on to a 
111mph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15s to reach 
62mph and will eventually attain 103mph. The 
five-speed manual gearbox comes as standard 
but a five-speed automatic is also offered that 
features a Sport mode. 

The L200 rides on a no-nonsense ladder 
frame chassis with multi-link front suspension 
and heavy duty leaf springs at the rear. It’s the 
standard set-up in the pick-up world and what 
it lacks in finesse on the tarmac it makes up for 
in strength and ability in the rough. Pick-up ride 
quality always leaves something to be desired 
compared to 4x4 passenger cars but the L200 
doesn’t do too badly. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the

range-topping versions, all have all-wheel-drive. 
Easy Select models should be run in 2WD mode 
in normal conditions with a locked 4WD mode 
selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 
4x4 set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun. It allows the L200 to be driven in 2WD 
or fulltime 4WD mode on the road without the 
excessive wear and tear suffered by part time 
systems as a result of transmission wind-up. In 
slippery off-road situations, a further 4WD mode 
can be selected which maximises traction by 
locking the centre differential. Both of the sys¬ 
tems are operated by the traditional and rather 
clunky lever sited alongside the gear stick which 
seems slightly dated when compared to the 
dash-mounted dials used by rival manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Extensive 

There are three basic bodystyles to mull over. 
The single cab is reserved very much for busi¬ 
nesses that need a proper old school working 
pick-up. Its traditional two seats and extensive 
2,220mm load length mean it prioritises cargo 
over cabin and it’s only offered in the base trims. 
The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional ca¬ 
pacity behind the cabin’s front seats for secure 
storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you like. 
This is a four-door five-seater model with a de¬ 
cent amount of legroom for the rear passengers 
and seat backs angled at a comfortable 25 de¬ 
grees. There has to be a compromise for this ex¬ 
tra passenger space and it comes in the shape 
of a modest 1,325mm load length in standard 
guise. The solution is the Long Bed version of 
this model with an extra 18cms of load length. 


Whichever L200 bodystyle you choose, it will 
have a 1,085mm load width, a capacity to carry 
in excess of 1,000kg and a 2,700kg braked trail¬ 
er towing limit. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air-con¬ 
ditioning, electric windows and keyless entry 
but still has the utilitarian feel. Beyond that, we 
reach the high series L200s, double cab ver¬ 
sions dubbed Warrior and Barbarian. These 


are the bigger sellers and the models that re¬ 
ally crossover between business and pleasure 
usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature 
the M-ASTC traction and stability control sys¬ 
tem as standard which is a really useful addi¬ 
tion. The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. 

The Barbarian is actually rather civilised, add¬ 
ing a colour screen satellite navigation system, 
a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accesso¬ 
ries.

New car buyers are moving 
back towards petrol engines 
after years of diesel domina¬ 
tion, if Ford’s latest sales fig¬ 
ures are any guide.
